sain bailet in aerial combat.

- But the Japanese won— 
although before his mind faded 
at the very end, this tall, slen- 
der Hampshire lad, who enjoy- 
ed every moment of life, never 
for one moment of it thought 
he was going Lo die. 


Albert Beagley came to be, 
one of the first British -airmen 
to smite the Japanese hevause. 
as a child at-school, he longed 
to fly. 


Wis father, his srandfather 
‘and his great-grandfather were 
all sergeants in the Royal 
Marine Artillery. 


But Albert chose the RAF—. 
“New weapons. are for us youny 
men,”-he argued. 


He was an apprentice at 15, 
flying nt 16, and was sent over-

When he landed at Bombay 
war had started, so he was 
rushed to Burma, helped to 
build an airfield, and was soon 
flying as an air. gunner patrol- 
ling the Indian Occan. .

Using. the 
same method, Prof. Holmes points 
6ut that the correct figure. would be 
closer to 250,000,000 years, but since 
sodium study is a “hopelessly vari- 
able" method, the nge of the occans 
may be anything: from 2,000,000,000

indoor pictures are ensy If you ute flood type lamps, two of which were 
used to make thle shot. 


EVERAL weeks ago we went 

-into the matter of indoor 
pictures at night with. flash 
bulbs. At the time we barely 
mentioned flood lamps, an al- 
ternative method... So today 
let’s look at this type of light- 
ing. . 

In the first place, it should be 
understood that flood lamps are 
of two general types—those 
similar in ghape to an ordinary 
household bulb, which — re- 
quires a reflector; und the flat, 
wide bulbs containing built-in 
reflectors. -Most bufbs of these 
types fit any ordinary socket 
and several of them may be 
used at once on a circuit, with- 
out overlonding it. 

While picture taking with 
flood type Jamps requires more 
effort than’ shooting with flash, 
lamps of this type are well suit- 
ed for usc in) making interior 
pictures or informal portraits 
indoors. An extension cord or 
two and Jamp sockets cquipped 
with clamps such as those used 
on inexpensive headboard. bed 
lights permit the photographer 
to fasten his lamps to a chair 
back and to place them in’ any 
position or-at any level. 


For most interior work two 
or three flood type Jamps’ are 
recommended. In_ photograph- 
ing a room, such bulbs: should 
be arranged fairly close to the 
camera.

Wong Li-jav, 65-yenr-old re. 
fugee from Lingying, — in 
Southern Shantung, who ° ia 
now in Shanghai, is the au- 
thority for the description of 
how the Chinese Communists 
operate.
